It should however be emphaalied that, since all parts of the International applieation (daims, 
descnptmn end Sewings) may t>e amendsd during the intomational preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file ameiidments of the claims under Artiole 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to twDutrfished 
for the purposes of provisionai protection or has another reason for amendbig the olaims tsetore intomational ptiulioaUon. 
Furthermore, it should be emphasized that provisional protection is avaHable In some 8talee only.

How? Either by cancdling one or more entire ddms, by adding one or more new ddma or by amending the text of

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sheet of the ddms which, on account of an amendment or 
amendments, differs from the shed originally filed. 

AD the claims appearing on a replacement shed must be numbered in Arabic numerals. Where a ddm is 
oanodled. no renumbering of the other claims is required. In all cases wttere ddms are renumbered, they must 
t» renumbered consecutively (Admlnistrdtve Indructions, Section 205(b)).
